Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on May 24, 2002 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-9, 1 1 and 12 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-3 and 1 1 have 
been amended, claims 6 and 10 have been canceled and claim 12 has been added as requested by 
AppUcant in Paper Number 25, filed May 24, 2002. 

Claim 5 is withdrawn as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
Claims 1-4, 7-9, 11 and 12 are currently under examination. 

Sequence Compliance 

3. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825 for the 
reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures.

In the instant case the DNA encoding the fusion can be used in a method of 
producing the fiision protein, or in a method of treatment, which are materially different 
methods, having different starting materials and methods steps. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
